Directors of Santa Ynez River Water 
Conservation District yesterday official­ 
ly recognized that two of the board’s 
members had filed nomination papers to 
retain their seats and that the action 
would cancel the election originally set 
for Nov. 4.

Kissinger heading 
home after mission 


DAMASCUS, Syria (U PI) - Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger briefed scep­ 
tical Syrian leaders today on the details 
of the new Egyptian-Israeli peace pact 
and then flew home to Washington to 
report to President Ford, ending 15 hec­ 
tic but successful days of shuttle 
diplomacy in the Middle East. 


Kissinger’s blue and white Air Force 
jet left Damascus at 4:30 p.m. for a 
refueling stop in London en route to 
Washington, later than he had planned. 


In a brief departure statement Kis­ 
singer said that he reviewed with Presi­ 
dent Hafez Assad “ developments in the 
Middle East as I understand them and 
did so in a very frank and cordial man­ 
ner.” 
Kissinger spent three hours and 10 
minutes in the Syrian capital after his 
arrival from Jordan. He fnet Assad at 
the presidential palace for 75 minutes. 
A U.S. official in Damascus said Kis­ 
singer apparently failed to win Assad’s 
unconditional approval of the Egyptian- 
Israeli accord. 
The official said “ the atmosphere dur­ 
ing the talks was restrained.” 


During the Damascus stopover, Kis­ 
singer’s wife Nancy remained at the air­ 
port chatting to reporters accompanying 
the secretary on his travels who also did 
not drive into the capital. 
Telephones from the airport area to 
the city were also cut. 
Earlier, the secretary held talks with 
' Jordan’s King Hussein in Amman after 
he received an enthusiastic reception in 
Saudi Arabia. 
A U.S. spokesman said Hussein told 
Kissinger he was “ pleased” with the in­ 
terim agreement — an endorsement that 
publicly, at least, fell short of the 
enthusiastic welcome given it by Saudi 
Arabia Tuesday.

Henry Jackson, D- 
Wash., said he had “ serious reserva­ 
tions” about sending Americans into the 
Sinai. 
Both Jackson and Mansfield said they 
feared an American presence would br­ 
ing Soviet observers to the Golan 
Heights region near Syria and lead to a 
“ face-to-face” confrontation between 
the two superpowers. 
Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, a ranking 
member of the foreign relations commit­ 
tee, said use of American technicians in 
the Middle East should be made “ subject 
to the express condition that the 
Americans will be withdrawn at once in 
the event of new hostilities.” 
However, both Sens. Jacob Javits, R- 
N.Y., and Alan Cranston, D-Calif., 
argued there were “ risks” in sending 
Amerieans into the war-torn region but 
that they were worth taking to insure a 
Middle East peace. 
Javits said “ the alternative (to 
sending in Americans) is totally unac­ 
ceptable.” 
“ The benefits in this case outweigh 
the minimal risks,” Cranston said. “ I 
think we should eagerly grasp this oppor­ 
tunity. 


Supervisors adopt 
tax levy at $3.31

Santa Barbara County Board of Super­ 
visors voted 4-1 Tuesday to set a county 
property tax levy at $3 31 per $100 of as­ 
sessed valuation for 1975-76 fiscal year. 
In setting a new rate with a built-in 53- 
cent boost over last year, the board in­ 
curred the wrath of citizens tax reform 
committee leader Hal Burnett, who once 
again strongly implied disgruntled tax­ 
payers in his group plan to strike back by 
refusing to pay their new tax bills in 
December. 
The board took the following actions: 
—Eliminated a tax litigation reserve 
of $250,000 set up to guard against possi­ 
ble loss of a suit by oil companies against 
county assessment procedures, and 
deleted a $22,000 appropriation for a 
beach cleaner, electing to rent equip­ 
ment from the city of Santa Barbara. 
This resulted in reducing the previously 
recommended 56-cent boost about three- 
and-a-quarter cents, according to County 
Auditor-Controller Paul Floyd 
— Twice turned back attempts by 
Supervisor Harrell Fletcher to turn over 
the remaining $500,000 in the county’s oil 
spill settlement funds to the county’s 
general fund to reduce the tax rate 
further Fletcher’s motion in each case 
failed to get a second. Board chairman 
Francis H. Beattie while supporting 
Fletcher’s proposal is prevented by 
board procedure from seconding or mak­ 
ing motions. 
— Set rates for cities, school districts 
and special districts as based on their 
budgets and on the revised county rate. 
Previous rates recommended by the 
auditor-controller are unchanged except 
for the change in the county rate and the 
change in the combined rate as brought 
about by the three-and-a-quarter cent 
revision downward in the county rate. 
— The board didn’t take final action on 
the setting of the rates — which is a 
ministerial function of the board — until 
late in the day after intense pressure was 
put on them to make wholesale budget 
cuts in accord with proposals of the tax 
reform group to slash the 56-cent boost 
by some 34 cents. 
— The board filed Supervisor Robert 
E. Kallman’s proposals for major reduc­ 
tions in the budget although going along 
with some. Kallman voted against the 
motion to file. His proposals would have 
cut the increase some 20 cents. 
— In a hotly controversial matter, the 
board voted 3-2 against a motion by 
Supervisor Frank Frost to have the 
board refuse to confirm a tax rate boost 
of some 12 V« cents recently voted by the 
Santa Barbara Board of Education. As­ 
sistant County Counsel Robert Curiel 
said such an action would be illegal, 
although school district votes had twice 
indicated in elections this year they op­ 
posed a tax boost for schools. Super­

Portugal 
army chief 
defies Gomes 


LISBON. Portugal (U PI) - The head 
of Portugal’s army has defied President 
Francisco da Costa Gomes and called for 
the ouster of Communist-backed Gen. 
Vasco Goncalves as armed forces com­ 
mander. 


Gen. Carlos Fabiao, a leading 
moderate in the armed forces, said the 
appointment of Goncalves as Portugal's 
top military commander was a threat to 
army unity. 


“ I speak in the name of the army,” 
Fabaio said Tuesday. “ The army has no 
doubts that the figure of Gen. Vasco Gon­ 
calves will contribute nothing to the un­ 
ity of the army, but rather the con­ 
trary.” 


Fabiao’s call came a day after Gen. 
Jose Morais da Silva, the air force com­ 
mander, said the controversial general 
“ should not have been named armed 
forces chief of staff.” 


President Francisco da Costa Gomes 
criticized Morais da Silva Tuesday for 
creating “ difficulties” but the repri­ 
mand appeared to have little impact in 
halting the growing military opposition 
to Goncalves. 


Fabiao joined a group of leading 
moderate and radical officers Tuesday 
at Tancos army base, 85 miles north of 
Lisbon, for talks on the fate of Gon­ 
calves. 


Military sources said officers at the 
talks, including Gen. Otelo Saraiva de 
Carvalho, the radical military security 
chief, were nearly unanimous in their op­ 
position to Goncalves. 
Other officers attending were Brig. 
Pezarat Correia, the moderate southern 
commander; Brig. Franco Charais. the 
moderate central commander, and Brig. 
Eurico Corvacho, the radical northern 
commander. 
Political informants said the critical 
moment in the dispute over Goncalves 
would likely come after a meeting Fri­ 
day of the 240-man assembly of the rul­ 
ing Armed Forces Movement.

Panel to study city identity plan

A vision of City Councilman E.C. 
Stevens of Lompoc as “ a special place 
with an obvious identity and valley-wide 
theme” was referred to a Mayor’s com­ 
mittee last night after a lukewarm 
reception by the council. 
Wnat Stevens urged in a five-page 
report to the council was nothing short of 
a “ transformation” of the city’s ap­ 
pearance in part as an answer to recent 
urban redevelopment programs in Santa 
Barbara, Santa Maria, Solvang and San 
Luis Obispo. 
“ The potential is absolutely fan­ 
tastic,” Stevens said, describing the 
Lompoc Valley.” “ For 100 years we’ve 
been sitting on a gold mine and no one 
has wanted to mine the gold.” 
“ The most significant sipgle thing 
Lompoc can do is make itself ‘special’ in 
the sense of being unique and unusually 
attractive as a place to live, work and 


conduct business. We can accomplish 
this by embarking on a program 
designed to significantly improve the 
total physical appearance of the city,” 
his report set out. 
The unifying design theme for the city 
that Stevens proposed was the “ Early 
California” theme, which, he said, is 
broad enough to take in early Spanish 
architecture as well as other styles. 
Under the former mayor’s concept, 
street lighting standards, street fur­ 
niture, planters, safety signs, city 
entrance areas, fire plugs and other 
public equipment would reflect this 
theme. Cores of near volunteer workers 
would assist city crews in caring for 
street plantings. Developers would be 
encouraged to design new buildings 
along these lines and install distinctive 
sidewalk surfaces. Owners of farmland 
within the city limits would be en­ 
couraged to go into agricultural 
preserves “ as a way of enabling 


property owners of buffering themselves 
against rising taxes.” 
“ Such a transformation would in­ 
crease our tourist trade considerably 
and bring new business dollars and tax 
dollars to help offset the city’s 
dependence on property taxes." Stevens 
said. 
Mayor Art Scott generally approved of 
the concept but Councilman Emil Scolari 
said he didn’t think it was fundamental 
enqugh. 
“ The first thing that comes to my 
mind is that we’re trying to plant 
sunflowers around outhouses,” he said. 
Scolari said he prefers to use the money 
to build something for the city that “ is 
more functional” and “ build up the 
gingerbread later.” 
Scott said that the city has turned 
itself around economically with in­ 
creases in assessed valuation and might 
soon have the funds to accomplish goals 
such as Stevens suggested. 


“ We re not as well off there as we 
seem to think.” Alberta Morgan of 813 
West College Ave. challenged, pointing 
to the recent hike in city property taxes. 
Councilwoman Elinor Lefkowitz said. 
“ I ’m all for having (the city) with a love­ 
ly character. I ’m all for tourism. But I 
don’t want to spend a lot of money." 
Mrs. Lefkowitz has previously gone on 
record opposing city spending on any se­ 
cond edition of the downtown revitaliza­ 
tion project, which Stevens also ger­ 
minated 
Councilwoman Charlotte Benton said 
she felt the concept, and Steven's accom­ 
panying resolution stating it as official 
goai, “ as esoteric thing.” But she said 
she supports the idea because 
it s 
wonderful to think positively.” 
Steven's resolution was not passed last 
night. Scott will work out appointments

One killed 
in Tahoe 
shootout 


SOUTH LAKE TAHOE (UPI) 
— A gunman surrendered early 
today after holding off police 
for 17 hours in a tense siege in 
which one hostage was killed 
and a policem an seriously 
wounded. 
James Locklear, 24. the older 
of two brothers who became 
enraged and drew guns during a 
poker game, climbed out the 
window with his hands up on a 
second story balcony shortly 
after 8 a.m. after police fired 
tear gas into the apartment. 
Two policemen jumped from 
an adjoining balcony and seized 
Locklear, ending the long 
drama in this Sierra resort 
community next to the casinos 
just across the Nevada line. 
Earlier today two hostages 
were released and Locklear’s 
younger brother surrendered 
after a third hostage had been 
killed in gunfire which erupted 
between the brothers and the 
surrounding army of police. 
James Locklear had asked 
police to give him until dawn 
“ to th in k .” Shortly after 
daybreak he threw one of his 
guns out the apartment win­ 
dow, but remained armed with 
two others. 
Police said the gunman was 
taking drugs and they were 
afraid of the consequences if he 
had an overdose. About 8 a.m. 
they fired two tear gas cannis- 
ters into the apartment, and a 
few minutes later Lockyear 
said he was coming out. 
The drama began Tuesday 
afternoon when James and his 
younger brother, Wayne Lock­ 
lear, 20. pulled pistols during a 
poker game. Two persons in the 
room fled but three were held 
hostage. 
When officer Paul Habelt, 31, 
went to the apartment he was 
shot four times and taken to the 
hospital in serious condition.

Cesar Chavez’ United Farm 
Workers Union and the rival 
T eam sters have requested 
state-supervised union re ­ 
presentation elections for farm 
workers at 44 ranches through­ 
out California. 
The unions Tuesday filed peti­ 
tions, containing thousands of 
worker signatures, which will 
trigger within one week the 
first series of such secret ballot 
elections to allow workers to 
decide which union, if any, will 
represent them 


A few small elections may be 
held Friday and Monday but 
most of the initial balloting 
likely will occur next Tuesday. 
At stake in the initial elec­ 
tions will be the union represen­ 
tation of more than 10.000 


workers, mostly in the sprawl­ 
ing Salinas and San Joaquin 
valleys. 
Chavez and his supporters 
filed petitions for 38 elections, 
most of them at ranches now 
represented by the Teamsters. 
The UFW also filed more than 
100 charges of unfair labor 
practices, the majority alleging 
that growers w ere forcing 
workers to join the Teamsters 
union 
The Teamsters petitioned for 
elections at the huge Gallo 
winery operations. Egg City — 
the world’s largest producer of 
eggs — and four other ranches. 
Gallo has been the object of a 
nationwide UFW boycott since 
Chavez was replaced by the 
Teamsters at the winery in 
1973.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Con­ 
gress is back in town and with 
it. recurring talk of confronta­ 
tion and com prom ise over 
energy.

Senate Democratic leader 
Mike Mansfield of Montana 
said he thinks Ford is receptive 
to compromise, but he would 
not mention details and instead 
will discuss several a lte r­ 
n ativ es w ith the S enate 
Democratic Caucus Thursday, 
he said. The proposals will deal 
with how to handle prices of oil. 
from which controls lapsed 
Aug. 31. 
President Ford has said he 
will veto the six-month exten­ 
sion of controls that Congress 
passed before it recessed for 
August. There is a possibility he 
would accept a briefer exten­ 
sion so Congress can work out a 
pricing plan acceptable to him. 
In any event, Mansfield said 


Tuesday, he will schedule a 
veto override vote for Sept. 10. 
That way. if a compromise fails 
to surface Congress can work 
its will on the extension ques­ 
tion. 
Democrats on both sides of 
the Capitol met Tuesday to dis­ 
cuss the energy possibilities. A 
source said prevailing senti­ 
ment was to try to override 
Ford’s veto. 
The idea would be to use the 
time during extension of con­ 
trols to work on pricing and 
other major energy matters, to 
try to clear a considerable list 
of energy legislation before 
next spring.

HARRISON, N Y (UPI) - 
New York City fireman Mel 
Patrick Lynch has confessed to 
playing the major role in the 
kidnaping last month of Samuel 
Bronfman II. according to the 
FBI 
Agent J. Kevin O'Brien told a 
hearing in Harrison Town Court 
Tuesday the 37-year-old Lynch 
related in detail how young 
Bronfman was kidnaped, al­ 
though later refusing to sign a 
written confession. 


Lynch said he alone abducted 
the 21-year-old heir to the 
Seagram liquor fortune on Aug 
8 near the home he shares with 
his mother in Purchase. N.Y., 
according to the agent's tes­ 
timony. 


Lynch, said to have been 
wearing a ski mask and gloves, 
handcuffed Bronfman and led 
him blindfolded through woods 
to where Dominic Byrne, the 
co-defendant, was waiting in 
Lynch's car. the hearing was 
told. 


The FBI said Lynch gave 
Byrne the telephone number of 
Bronfm an’s father. Edgar, 
along with a prepared ransom 
letter demanding $4.6 million.

George S McGovern. AFL-CIO

D-S D , 
as a "farmer who wears suede 
shoes." and also lashed out at 
Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
s i n g e r and A g r i c u l t u r e 
Secretary Earl Butz. 
“Come what may. we’re go­ 
ing to continue to have our say 
on American foreign policy,” 
said the 81-year-old labor 
leader in support of a boycott 
by union dockworkers on U.S. 
gram shipments to Russia. 
McGovern said earlier this 
week labor should not get in­ 
volved in the question of foreign 
policy and detente in connection 
with the recent Russian 
purchase of nearly 10 million 
tons of American grain 
But Meany retorted today 
that union dockworkers were 
only trying to protect American 
consumers. He also directed 
harsh words at Kissinger and 
Butz 
“ If we have a foreign policy 
it’s being kept secret from the 
American people.” Meany said. 
“ I don't think Henry knows 
what it is until he gets up in the 
morning.” 
Meany said the United States 
is operating a foreign policy of 


“appeasement” to nations like 
the Soviet Union. He said 
American foreign policy should 
be run on the “good old Yankee 
principle of give-and-take " 
“Should we not say as you do

RIVERSIDE (UPIi - The 
first of 84 anti smog vehicle 
emission inspection stations is 
open for business, but officials 
said the program would be 
carefully monitored before it is 
enacted statewide 
In its first phase, the new $30 
million inspection program is 
expected to check the emissions 
of 6.6 million vehicles in six 
Southern California counties 
Officials said they were being 
very cautious about the pro­ 
gram because of the failure of 
an earlier anti smog campaign 
th a t would have req u ired 
motorists to install a “ NOx" 
emission control device on cer­ 
tain cars. 
They have insisted that the 
purpose of the inspection sta­ 
tions is to test emissions and 
engine maintenance only, and is 
not a device program. 
U nder the new program , 
motorists drive up to an inspec­ 
tion station for a test of their 
car’s engine and exhaust The 
engine runs for about seven 
minutes on rollers attached to 
the ground, until a computer 
printout tells the m otorist 
whether the vehicle passed or 
failed the test. 
If the vehicle fails the test, 
the com puter pinpoints the 
source of any problem s. A 


Sequoia fire 
contained 


PORTERVILLE (UPI) - A 
thin fire line around a 15,650- 
a c re in fern o of m ountain 
tim ber and brush was.strength­ 
ened today as firefighters bat­ 
tled to control a 6-day-old fire in 
Sequoia National Forest. 
Howard Koskella, in charge 
of 1.800 firefighters, said his 
men finally contained the rag­ 
ing fire Tuesday in terrain so 
steep that pack mules were 
needed to bring in supplies. The 
next step is control, a U S 
Forest Service spokesman said. 
“ We expect to announce it is 
controlled within a couple of 
d ays,” the spokesman said. 
“ That’s when we are confident 
we can hold onto the fire and 
keep it there—keep it from 
spreading any further." 
It could take several weeks to 
extinguish the fire completely, 
Koskella said. 
Eventual cost of fighting 
the fire, the first major forest 
fire in central California in five 
y ea n , could reach more than %\ 
m illio n . M ore than seven

f e e t of t i m b e r 
were destroyed and there was 
heavy dam age to watershed 
lands, the Forest Service said.

Just as the movie “Jaw s" 
made millions of Americans 
terrified of sharks. Dr. John 
Harbo said a recent rash of 
books, television shows and fac­ 
tual reports could do the sam e 
for bees 
Harbo said “ Swarm" — a 
science fiction book by Arthur 
Herzog about swarms of bees 
that attack and kill humans — 
an d r e p o r t s of a S o u t h 
A m erican killer hybrid bee 
known to be headed northward 
toward the United States are 


giving the honey producing in­ 
sects an undeserved bad reputa­ 
tion 
“ After Jaws cam e out we had 
all the rum ors of shark attacks 
and everyone was scared to 
death of sharks." said Harbo, 
head of research of the U. S. 
Agriculture Departm ent's Bee 
Breeding and Stock Center 
Laboratory. “ I can foresee 
something like that happening 
with bees if the movie (Swarm) 
is brought out 
“ With the sharks it really 
didn’t m atter as far as the 
economy is concerned But bees 
are important to the economy, 
unlike sharks 
Harbo said he feared public 


reaction against bees could run 
honey bee keepers out of 
business 
“ Most bee keepers don’t own 
the land they’re on. so pressure 
could be brought on landlords to 
get them out.” 
Harbo is heading a $169.000 
government project to study 
the African bee — a highly 
aggressive bee which according 
to Brazilian officials has killed 
200 humans and thousands of 
animals in South America over 
the past decade. 
The ill-tem pered African 
bees look like ordinary honey 
bees, but are far more aggres­ 
sive. can produce more honey 
and have become a menace 


throughout sections of South 
America The bees were taken 
to Brazil for research purposes 
but som e escaped 
Research planned at Harbo’s 
laboratory will involve trying to 
determ ine what m akes the 
African bees so fierce Once 
scientists can determine that, 
they can try to find ways of 
eliminating the objectionable 


characteristics, using methods 
such as breeding them with 
gentler bees

NEW YORK (UPI) - A new 
plan to save financially dis­ 
tressed New York City from 
default would tran sfer to a 
state-dominated board of over­ 
seers virtually the entire fiscal 
administration of the city. 
The complicated 
proposal, 
presented Tuesday by the 
Municipal Assistance Corp . is 
to be considered by Gov Hugh 
Carey for submission to a 
special session of the state 
legislature Thursday. 
The plan includes a more than 
$2 billion financing package to 
see the city through the end of 
November as well as recom­ 
mendations for elimination of 
New York's 93.3 billion deficit. 
Carey met with President 
Ford Tuesday to seek ways for 
the federal government to help 
the city. But White House 
spokesman Ron Nessen said. 
“ The P re sid e n t m ade no 
promises, no com m itm ents.” 
Nessen said Ford felt “ federal 
assistance is not the solution to 
New York City's problem .” 
The governor said he was 
“encouraged” by the talks. 


Under the MAC plan, an 
Emergency Financial Control 
Board — to be composed of the 
governor, the mayor, the state 
comptroller, the city comptroll* 


er and a fifth member to be 
selected by the governor — 
would be resp o n sib le for 
preparing accurate estim ates 
of New York’s annual revenue. 
The revenues would be placed 
in a special account, a provision 
which effectively puts the city 
on an allowance. 
The mayor would be able to 
spend th e m oney on any 
p r o g ra m s he d e e m s a p ­ 
propriate as long as he does not 
exceed the board’s estim ate. 
The board also would have 
the power to audit city agen­ 
cies. review programs, approve 
all city contracts and proposed 
borrowings “ for com pliance 
with the financial plan." 
City officials who perm it the 
expenditure of funds in excess 
of authorized amounts would be 
subject to criminal penalties 
and removal from office by the 
governor. 
In the event of default, the 
board would divert money to 
maintain vital services. 


To accomplish this and give 
the board tim e to develop a 
rehabilitation plan for the city, 
creditors would be required to 
give the city 30 days’ notice of 
plans to sue for collection. The 
city could file a petition for a 
60-dav stav of court action

Hospital sources said there 
was added m ystery in Antil’s 
case because his death oc­ 
curred th ree days a fte r a 
therapist found a “ blue sub­ 
stance” in his breathing ap­ 
paratus.

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Memories of $240,000 golf weekend 
Extracting money from a dentist

LOS ANGELES - (NEA> - Ken 
Rogers doesn’t blink an eye when he 
reads about Jack Nicklaus soaring to a 
quarter of a million dollars in golf earn­ 
ings Hell, Ken made almost that in one 
weekend when a dollar was worth 100 
cents, not 22 
In the histories of golf, you’ll seldom 
find the name of Ken Rogers, though in 
his really active days he held 23 course 
records One reason is he never turned 
pro 
But Cary Middlecoff, the trained den­ 
tist who won the U S Open and remains 
prom inent as a 
c o m m en ta to r, 
remembers Ken Rogers. 
They met in February, 1940 Ken was 
an Air Force officer stationed in 
Orlando. Fla. Rogers had been in­ 
troduced to golf exactly a decade before 
when, through Walter Hagen, he met the 
immortal Bobby Jones 
“You better 
have the right clubs,’’ said Bobby, “ if 
you’re going to play ” He immediately 
presented Ken with a set of his clubs. 
At two o'clock on Saturday morning. 
Rogers was awakened from his sleep by 
a friend calling from Memphis, Tenn. 
“Come on up heah." said the friend. 
“ T here’s a 20-year-old kid, just 
graduated from dental school, been 
beating everybody round heah. You got 


to play him See you in the mawnin.” 
Thanks to the Air Force, Ken arrived 
early Saturday and went out in a four­ 
some playing $100 Nassau, with Rogers 
matched for 1500 against the young den­ 
tist It was Cary Middlecoff Rogers and 
his partner won handily and Ken won his 
match They played nine more holes for 
$1,500. and Cary's backers kept boosting 
the ante — $2,000 .. $3,000 — and Rogers 
kept winning. 
“ M iddlecoff,” he 
remembers, “never won a nine.” 
It went the same way Sunday morning 
until by noon, with Nassaus. presses and 
straight match money, Rogers and his 
partner totaled their take at $190,000. 
“There was a real ’norther’ blowing up 
by then," recalls Ken. “so I went inside 
and got a little drunk when a guy tells me 
that Middlecoff’s mistake was having 
the wrong partner He’d team with Cary 
and play us for $10,000 I looked outside 
and said, ’I wouldn't walk out there for 
less than $25,000 ’ He said, ‘You’re on.’ 
“Off we go, with me half drunk. By 
the 15th hole we were three down, and 
my partner had his ball in a shallow 
creek off the green. He wants to pick it 
up. I said. ‘Go ahead and hit it.’ A 
lefthander with a 16-handicap, he hacks 
at it. cuts the ball almost in two, and it 
goes in Now we’re two down with three 
to go. I say. Let’s press ’em .’ We come 


to the 18th and we've got to win it to 
collect. Middlecoff hits one less than a 
foot from the hole I pull my shot off the 
green My partner says. Let’s give it to 
’em.' I shake my head. I chip and the ball 
goes in — they measured it at 68 feet. 
“Cary’s putt is 11 inches. My partner 
wants to concede it. ‘Naw,’ I insist, ‘let 
him hit it.* No one’s ever putted before in 
the history of golf for $25,000. He stood 
over that ball for 10 minutes. He brought 
the club head back six inches, tapped, 
and the ball moved half an inch. With the 
press, we went away from there with 
$240,000 that weekend, all of it in nice 
green cash ” 
All of this is pertinent because Ken 
Rogers remains associated with golf, 
though he is 68 years old, is bent by 
arthritis and his handicap has increased 
to six He’ll still bet anyone 2-to-l he can 
hole out from 100 yards in two strokes. 
“Nicklaus,” he says, “is the world’s 
worst 100 yards in. 
Ken's edge now is that he uses his own 
specially designed, revolutionary golf 
clubs which, he claims, will change the 
life and outlook of every weekend golfer. 


He has an engineering degree and it 
struck him right from the start that golf 
clubs were engineered all wrong. 
"How can you have a low center of 


gravity,” he asks grumpily, “when any 
extra weight is added to shaft?” That 
has been the historical method of adding 
swing weight to golf clubs. 
On the very first set that Bobby Jones 
had given him, Ken had run a flange of 
silver solder on the back. Four years 
ago, he started experimenting seriously 
on putting more weight directly into the 
club head. The inspiration hit him one 
day: “Why not put a slot in the damn 
things?” 
A cavity is left behind the face plate on 
the head of the club and the desired lead 
weight is dropped into it, then sealed 
with black epoxy and you have what is 
being called the first really radical 
change in the manufacture of irons in the 
last 30 years. The clubs are being 
produced under the Shamrock label. 
The main beneficiary is the mediocre 
player. The tour pro doesn’t have trouble 
getting loft with a 2-iron, and now the 
duffer, with that extra swing weight in 
the club head (via the slot) gets the ball 
up in the air, too 
The head man of Shamrock is Jack 
Kirby, who used 10 catch passes and run 
the ball for the USC Trojans — played in 
the Rose Bowl, too — and developed a 
lively interest in golf after making his 
million in real estate. Jack can provide 
instant gobbledygook about Newton’s Se­ 


cond Law of physics, the acceleration 
squared, to show why the weight should 
all be in the clubhead. 
“We produce a lighter club,” says Kir­ 
by, “with greater head feel.” 
And the word has even reached as far 
as Japan. A 6’8” Sumo wrestler named 


Giant Baba ordered a set of Shamrocks 
— his driver is 46 inches long (vs. the 
usual 42) and his 2-iron measures at 44 
inches (vs the regular 39). 
If they can show Giant Baba how to get 
the club-head past his gigantic stomach, 
it’ll be the ultimate engineering tribute 
(Newspaper Enterprise Assn.)

Winds 86ed 
from WFL 
by Board 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Moving boldly 
with a strong hand—but one predicated 
on fear—the World Football League 
continues to seek credibility as a thriving 
major league although divorcing itself 
from two of the country’s largest 
markets. 
With the sharp and decisive blow of an 
executioner, the WFL Tuesday an­ 
nounced the immediate extinction of the 
Chicago Winds and the dispersal of the 
players to the 10 other league members. 
Following the debacle of 1974 when the 
“old“ WFL ran up debts estimated as 
high as $20 million and lost the key New 
York franchise, league President Chris 
Hemmeter nevertheless pointed to the 
swift action of the Board of Governors as 
a positive move that strengthened the 
structure of the entire circuit. 
“Basically, the league requires that all 
teams be in precise accordance in all 
aspects of the Hemmeter Plan. The 
Governors wll not tolerate any deviation 
since such deviation might bring about 
the types of irresponsible actions which 
characterized last year’s league,” the 
youthful president said. 
While admitting the memory of last 
year might have prompted the death 
blow, Hemmeter stressed that the other 
10 m em bers w ere healthy under 
stringent fiscal safeguards which 
provide that exact monies be propor­ 
tioned for various areas of a club’s 
operation. 
Marshall on block? 


CINCINNATI (UPI) - Mike Marshall 
is all finished for the year with another 
rib injury, and he may be finished for 
good with the Los Angeles Dodgers. 
Marshall, who won the 1974 Cy Young 
Award as the National League’s best 
pitcher after appearing in a record 106 
games and winning 15 of 27 decisions, 
suffered his latest injury while warming 
up for a stint against the New York Mets 
last Sunday. 
After being examined by the Dodger 
club physician, it was decided he 
shouldn’t pitch again this year. Marshall 
suffered a similar injury at the start of 


the current season and was on the shelf 
for about six weeks. 
The Dodgers, who paid the ace reliever 
an estim ated $185,000 this year, 
reportedly put Marshall on the waiver 
list in June but no one claimed him. The 
Boston Red Sox, looking for relief help 
down the stretch in their fight to win the 
American League East, inquired about 
Marshall last Sunday but that was a few 
hours after he hurt himself. 
Dodgers General Manager A1 Cam- 
panis refused to confirm or deny that 
Marshall had been put on waivers or that 
he is finished in Los Angeles.

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MADRID (UPI) - Since the 
1936-1939 Spanish civil war. the 
green mountain valleys along 
SfMin's Northern Atlantic sea­ 
board and the Pyrenees moun- 
Uins have been Spain’s center 
of antigovemment and seces­ 
sionist fervor. 
It is the iKHneland of the 
Basques, a people of obscure 
origins who have lived since 
pre-Roman times in the moun- 
Uins and along the Bay of 
Biscay. 


Ancient people in furor 


Although many work in in­ 
dustrial plants nowadays. 
Basques have long been known 
as shepherds. Thousands have 
migrated to such western U.S. 
sUtes as Idaho. MonUna and 
Nevada to tend flocks. 
Many Basques resent what 
they call the suppression of 
their cultural heritage and 
language — an incomprehensi­ 
ble UHigue which, according to 
Basque legend, even the devil 
could not learn. Forming Spalnli 


most highly industrialized and 
most prosperous region, they 
crave more ecwiomic independ­ 
ence from government planners 
in Madrid. 
They have been trying to 
regain the local "fu ero s” 
(privileges) of self-administra­ 
tion and collecting their own 
taxes which they enjoyed under 
previous regimes. Generalis­ 
simo Francisco Franco took 
away those privileges because 
the Basques fought on the 


wrong side — the side of the 
Republicans, 
w h ile th e B asques a re 
politically conservative and 
deeply Roman Catholic, the 
pressure to lo (^n the p ip of 
central administration in Ma­ 
drid has given birth to a number 
of extremist orpnizations. 
The most militant is ‘‘Ba.sque 
Homeland and Liberty." a 
M arxist-influenced 
se c re t 
society that has created its own 
armv of full-time guerrillas who 


fin an ce th e ir o p e ra tio n s 
through bank holdups and kid- 
napings. 
The organization has shot 
down patrolling policemen, 
bombed businesses and govern­ 
ment television stations and ex­ 
torted money from kidnaped 
government supporters, includ­ 
ing a ransom of $900,000 from 
construction tycoon Felipe 
Huarte. 
Fifty-five persons have lost 
their lives in Basque political 


violence in the past seven 
years. They included Premier 
Luis Carrero Blanco, assas­ 
sinated 18 months ago in an 
elaborate bomb plot by Basque 
commandos who exploded a 
bomb beneath a Madrid street 
that blew his limousine over a 
five-story building. 
In recent weeks, following 
refusal of the French govern­ 
ment to crack down efficiently 
on Basque exiles. Spain has 
begun sending policemen and 


hired guns into southwest 
France to attack guerrilla 
bases. 
In the Basque country, the at­ 
titude toward the guerrillas 
was generally one of rejection 
mixed with fear — until seven 
weeks ago when In terio r 
Minister Garcia gave the signal 
to fight the guerrillas with their 
own weapons. 
As a r e s u l t of p ol i c e 
toughness many Basques are 
beginning to feel more sympa­ 


thy toward the extremists.

HEW said disproportionately 
placing too many or too few 
children of any race, color, 
ethnic origin or sex in such 
special classes may indicate 
possible violation of at least 
two civil rights laws which 
prohibit federal funding for dis­ 
criminatory programs. 
The department is asking the 
nation’s 16.000 public school 
systems to increase their 
record-keeping to help federal 
investigators determine wheth­ 
er they are obeying the laws. 
Starting with the new school 
year, for instance, elementary 
and high schools are required to 
keep logs for each case in which 
a student is disciplined with ex­ 
pulsion. suspension, corporal 
punishment, referral to special 
classes or schools to change 
behavior.

Giacalone. a brother of Anthony 
and also described as a Mafia 
figure. He spent eight minutes 
in the grand jury room and also 
refused comment. 
Joseph Giacalone figured in 
another development in the 
case Tuesday. 
His lawyer appeared in a 
federal courtroom where feder­ 
al authorities sought to retain 
possession of the Giacalone car, 
which the FBI said may have 
been used in kidnaping Hoffa. 
Extensive scientific tests, 
federal investigators said, in­ 
dicated Hoffa was in the car at 
some point. One test, by 
specially trained dogs, traced 
Hoffa’s scent to the back seat 
and trunk while another test 
turned up human hair samples 
the same color as Hoffa’s.

Miners 
continue 
strike 


CH ARLESTO N , W 
Va, 
(U PI) - Despite a growing 
back-to-work movement in the 
coalfields, wildcatting West 
Virginia miners today kept up 
their fight for the "right to 
strike" that was costing their 
union $100,000 a day. 
The contempt fine against the 
United Mine Workers union 
rose to $900,000 under U.S. 
District Judge K.K. Hall’s plan 
to keep raising the penalty until 
it reached $15 million or the 
miners were back at work. 
The judge was placed under 
24-hour guard by federal 
marshals Tuesday after a 
threat was made on his life, ap­ 
parently in connection with his 
sanctions against the miners. 
The strike began in the 
state’s southern coalfields Aug. 
11. 
Nearly half of the 60,000 
bituminous coal miners idled 
through the Labor Day week­ 
end returned to their jobs Tues­ 
day. UMW Secretary-Trea- 
surer Harry Patrick said in 
Washington it was a "major 
back-to-work trend ” 
Miners who had walked out in 
sympathy with the West Vir­ 
ginians' demand for the free­ 
dom to strike without fear of 
court injunction were back at 
work in Pennsylvania, Virginia, 
Kentucky, Alabama, Illinois 
and Indiana 
Even some southern West 
Virginia mines reopened, and 
Patrick predicted a gradual 
return to work in that area 
"over the next several days ’’ 
But signs of waning support 
apparently did not soften the 
rebel miners’ resolve. 
They barred reporters from 
meetings apparently used to 
map out new strike strategy. 
Jim Gilbray, a southern West 
Virginia strike leader, told 
miners: "If you don’t strike 
now you needn’t strike anymore 
in the UMW because it won’t do 
any good." 
But a veteran miner said, 
“ Some of the pickets at my 
mine are drinking beer and just 
raisin' plain old hell." 
UMW officials have said the 
strike and the court fines could 
ruin the union. Rep. Ken 
H echler, D-W .Va., said 
“ radical hotheads’’ had 
engineered the strike at the ex­ 
pense of the rank-and-file.

Strike closes Chicago schools

Chicago schools were closed, 
teachers manned picket lines 
and police were on duty in clas­ 
srooms today. Strikes also were 
threatened in school systems in 
New York. Los Angeles and 
Boston, and pestered the 
Detroit area and portions of 
California. 
Chicago Schools Supt. Joseph 
Hannon ordered schools closed 
Tuesday night after teachers 
voted overwhelmingly to strike 
today — the scheduled opening 
day of classes 
Instead, the 
530.000 students had an extend­ 
ed summer vacation. 
Principals, other school staff 
members and any teachers 
choosing not to honor the strike 
were ordered to report for 
work Police were called into 
schools to protect them. 
Chicago teachers also went 
on strike in 1969, 1972 and 1973. 
Renewed negotiations were 
scheduled for today in an effort 
to end the latest walkout. 
In Boston, Teachers Union 
President Henry Robinson said 
80 to 90 per cent of the teachers 
who voted approved an authori­ 
zation to strike Sept. 22 "if no 
reasonable offer is made (by 
the Boston school committee) 
by then ” 
The old contract for 4.000 
members of the union expired 
Sunday. The union agreed to 
delav anv strike until later this 


month in order to allow opening 
of city schools under Phase 2 of 
court-ordered desegregation in 
a "safe" and "less-confusing 
manner." 
Albert Shanker, president of 
the United Federation of 
Teachers, said during the 
weekend there is a “ 10-1 
chance" 80.000 members of the 
New York City union will 
strike. School opens Sept. 8 and 
the teachers’ contract expires 
the next day. 
High school teachers in 
Joliet. HI., walked off their jobs 
today and classrooms were 
ordered closed for 6,500 stu­ 
dents 
Teachers in five Michigan 
school districts — four in the 
Detroit area — walked out 
Tuesday in action that affected 
nearly 80.000 students and 3.200 
teachers. The union rejected 
the school board's latest offer. 
Teachers at Berkeley, Calif., 
Tuesday night voted to strike 
today. Across the Bay in San 
Francisco, a decision on wheth­ 
er a strike vote should be taken 
was postponed until Sept. 10 
because too few teachers 
showed up at a meeting to dis­ 
cuss the issue. 
The Berkeley school board 
gave Supt. Laval Wilson emer­ 
gency power to fire or suspend 
any teacher absent without a 
valid excuse. Officials said 
classes would begin today 


regardless of what the teachers 
do. 
A threatened strike by 475 
teachers at Santa Clara. Calif., 
was averted Tuesday when 
teachers voted to accept the 
school board’s latest contract 
offer. 
The 320 teachers in the 
Berryesa District in the San 
Jose, Calif., area voted over­ 
whelmingly to strike today in a 
salary dispute. 


Harris prom ises jobs 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - 
Presidential candidate Fred 
Harris says he could wipe out 
unemployment in the country 
within a year and a half. 
"If I were President right 
now." the former Democratic 
senator told reporters Tuesday. 
“ I’d say within 18 months we 
would have 100 million people 
at work.” 
Harris said he would find jobs 
for 12 million unemployed 
Americans with a three-point 
program of cutting taxes for 
most people, increasing taxes 
for the the very wealthy and 
lowering interest rates to ex­ 
pand the money supply. 
“ If we take the rich off 
welfare — stop the direct sub­ 
sidies and the tax subsidies to 
the super rich and the giant cor­ 
porations — we can get this 
country back to work." he said.

Sales 
slump 
may end 


DETROIT (UPI) - Ford 
Motor Co is painting a rosy pic­ 
ture of the auto industry’s 1976 
prospects but says ending a 
prolonged industry slump de­ 
pends on cooperation from 
Washington - and a little bit of 
luck. 
President Lee Iacocca, 
launching the annual fall ritual 
of introducing the new models, 
said Tuesday Detroit this com­ 
ing year would pull out of its 
worst car sales slump since the 
Depression of the 1930s 
He said it might even turn 
into a boom year because the 
recession is winding down, con­ 
sumer confidence has returned 
and car prices — at least for 
Ford - are “ relatively 
modest." 
He did not disclose the new 
prices, but said Ford would 
keep its increases "considera­ 
bly smaller” than last year, 
when the price of its 1975s went 
up by an average $400 a car at 
the introduction. 
Nor did Iacocca predict how 
many new cars Detroit will sell 
next year. 
General Motors Corp. Chair­ 
man Thomas Murphy recently 
forecast sales of 9.5 million, 
more than two million above 
what the four major auto com­ 
panies sold this model year. But 
industry analysts called that an 
optimistic figure. 
GM. Ford. Chrysler Corp. 
and American Motors Corp. 
said Tuesday they plan to build 
about 676,000 cars in Septem­ 
ber. the highest number since 
last October. The figure is down 
about two per cent from last 
September. 
Industry analysts said the 
production figure reflected un­ 
certainty about the market. 
Conceding he was overly op­ 
timistic in the past two years. 
Iacocca said the auto industry 
was geared for a good — and 
perhaps even a great — sales 
year. 
Labor Day 
holiday 
safest 


United Press International 
Thunderstorms and a hurri­ 
cane threat helped make this 
year’s Labor Day holiday 
weekend apparently the safest 
in history on the nation's 
highways. 
A United Press International 
count showed 390 persons died 
in Labor Day weekend traffic 
accidents — short of the 
National Safety Council’s esti­ 
mate of 460 to 560 and well 
behind last year’s 602 death toll. 
Experts say the death rate 
per passenger mile traveled ap­ 
parently is a record low. 
“ We haven’t calculated." 
NSC statistician Jack Recht 
said, “ but it is undoubtedly the 
best ever for a mileage death 
rate for a Labor Day." 
Twenty-seven persons died in 
holiday traffic mishaps in 
Texas, where 42 deaths had 
been expected. Jim Robinson of 
the Texas Department of 
Public Safety credited a 
hurricane threat with keeping 
the toll down 
“ I think we re going to have 
to say uncertainty over the 
weather was the No. 1 factor." 
Robinson said. “ A lot of people 
who would have gone to the 
coast did not " 
He also said more drivers 
than normal were trying to 
observe the 55 mile per hour 
speed limit. 
Michigan had 21 holiday traf­ 
fic deaths — the state's lowest 
death toll in 15 years. 
Authorities said record rains 
kept people off the highways. 
They also said the 55 mile per 
hour speed limit and stepped-up 
police patrols helped reduce 
traffic deaths. 
Forty-three persons were 
killed on California highways 
during the weekend — the 
lowest Labor Day holiday death 
toll since 1965. 


$11 billion deficit 
for U.S. in July 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - If 
you have trouble balancing your 
household budget, take note: 
the federal government spent 
$11 billion more than it took in 
during the month of July alone. 
That monthly deficit was the 
second highest on record, the 
Treasury Department said 
Tuesday, and contrasted with a 
$914 million surplus in June, the 
last month of fiscal 1975. 
The July deficit was at an an­ 
nual rate of $132.6 billion, com­ 
pared with administration 
forecasts of a $59.9 billion 
deficit for fiscal 1976. The year­ 
long predictions, however, in­ 
clude surpluses when the 
projected economic recovery 
takes hold this fall and winter. 
The July deficit was second 
only to the $15 39 billion short­ 
fall in May. The June surplus 
left a budget deficit of $43.6 
billion for 1975. the worst on 
record.

We know 
who benefits 


Oil prices are going to be 
decontrolled soon, and our gas 
prices are going to jump sub­ 
stantially. And are you going 
to drive less as a result? Or 
will you find the m oney 
somewhere to support your 
habits? 


President Ford’s assump­ 
tion, and we think a wrong 
one, is that with higher gas­ 
oline prices facing motorists 
at the pump, we will drive less 
and conserve more. Well, gas­ 
oline now costs approximately 
30 per cent more than it did 
two or so years ago. Have you 
slowed down appreciably? Did 
you still take your annual 
vacation to the Sierras, or to 
Colorado, or wherever? Will 
higher prices for your gasoline 
keep you home more? 


Anyone who spends any time 
at all on the freeways of this 
state knows full well that 
drivers are not cutting back on 
their driving. In fact, there 
seems to be even more cars on 
the highways and byways of 
California today than there 
were a year ago. And we make 
that statement irrespective of 
seasons. 


Too, the national speed law 
which was designed to keep 
drivers at a gas-conserving 
speed is turning out to be a bad 
p i e c e 
of 
l e g i s l a t i o n 
perpetrated on an unwilling 
public. Driving at 55 m.p.h. in 
the slow lane can be somewhat 
disconcerting when the un­ 
broken string of traffic on your 
immediate left is taveling by 
you at speeds of 65 or 70 m.p.h. 
Kind of makes you wonder 
w ho th e 
r e a l 
s u c k e r s 
are...those who may get a 
ticket for speeding 
or those 
cooling their heels within the

No cure 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - What 
President Ford does not understand is 
the serious effect economic bumbling, 
economic manipulations and economic 
disaster in foreign lands can have on all 
of us in the United States. 
Mr. Ford and his men are not alone. 
The same ignorance saturates Congress 
and has pervaded the 
past three Administra­ 
tions. Presidents and 
their Secretaries of 
State have thought in 
terms of foreign aid 
and disaster relief. 
They’ve considered 
the effects of U.S. ac- 
tio n s on fo re ig n 
countries. But they’ve 
given litUe thought to 
the ways in which 
foreign economic deci­ 
sions affect the U.S. — 
except in some trade and currency 
manipulation matters. 
Now this is strange. 
The current inflation-recession- 
depression was intensified in the U.S. 
because of the concurrent world-wide 
inflation-depression virulent on every 
continent. 
The inflation here was magnified, and 
the depression deepened, as everyone 
knows by now, by the world oil cartel’s 
radical price increases. 
Americans lose jobs, and we all have 
less money to spend, when foreign reces­ 
sions or politico-economic decisions hurt 
U.S. exports and lessen income from 
U.S. foreign investments — primarily in 
the form of American companies 
operating abroad. 
One would think the sharp oil crisis 
alone would have taught Mr. Ford, 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger and 
the leaders of Congress something about 
foreign economics. Not so. When foreign 
nations-tafce economic action, we react 
— nothing more. Or we may talk, hope 
for. the b « t have conferences — and do 
nothing. 
In the Tniman-Eisenhower years, the 
Treasury Department was staffed with 
team s of top-flight international 
specialists. From 1960 to 1965, the 
S^retary of the Treasury was Douglas 
Dillon, a man with considerable ex­ 
perience in foreign affairs and in 
finance. He had long years of inter- 
naUonal business experience, had been 
Ambassador to France. For a period he 
had been the No. 2 man in the Depart­ 
ment of State, bribing his economic 
know-how to that critical post in foreign 
affairs. 
Unfortunately our foreign diplomacy 
today is dominated by men who too 
frequently think in narrow political 
terms. 
Kissinger, for example, knows nothing 
of international economics. During his 
years in the White House he made it 
clear he personally could care less. His 
entry in the field following the oil boycott 
was made with some distaste, I have

been told by men who should know. 
Friends with long experience at thé 
State Department have long recom­ 
mended the No. 2 man in that agency be 
an outstanding diplomat-economic 
specialist of the caliber of Douglas 
Dillon. 
Today and the years just ahead is the 
time when we must replace lip service 
and jawboning with action. The oil cartel 
threatens another price raise — and then 
another. Real growth in Western Europe 
is expected to decline this year — down 2 
per cent in West Germany, and down 1.5 
per cent for West Europe as a whole. 
The situation is equally tight in Japan, 
though the Japanese, like the West 
Germans, are making herculean efforts 
to achieve recovery. The situation in Ita­ 
ly remains serious. Great Britain is an 
economic disaster, with few signs of im­ 
provement visible on the horizon. 
The economic outlook is gloomy in 
wide sections of South and Southeast 
Asia, Africa and in a fistful of countries 
in Latin America. As noted above, this is 
more than a social problem. It hampers 
our buying of critical materials, our ex­ 
ports and the financial stability on which 
our country depends. That is, for one, the 
worldwide economic outlook for the next 
few years threatens to bring pressures 
which will keep unemployment high. 


Very well then, here is what probably 
will happen. 
In October. Ronald Reagan will an­ 
nounce that he is a candidate for the 
Republican nomination. He will be asked 
everywhere he goes, until reporters tire 
of the answer, whether he will support 
President Ford if beaten in the 
primaries. Reagan’s 
likeliest answ ^ is; 
“There will be time to 
answ er contingent 
questions. Right now I 
propose to give the 
voters a chance to 
decide whom they 
wish the Republican 
Party to nominate.” 
A considerable ef­ 
fort will be made to 
transform what is 
really a routinely am- 
biguous 
p o litic a l 
response into an act of low treachery, 
aimed at the survival of the Republican 
Party, and having for its consequence 
the certain election of a Democrat. It 
will not be only the yellow press that 
seeks such a turn, for the sake of scan­ 
dal High Republican managers will do 
what they can to discredit Reagan 
without antagonizing him directly. The 
technique is to persuade the voters that 
by dallying with him they jeopardize the 
chances of Jerry Ford to beat the other 
guy in November, 
Ronald Reagan anticipates all this, we 
can safely assume. He has a single 
weapon: a way of speaking about what is 
going wrong in this country which is 
galvanizing in its effect. He was not able 
to make it to the annual convention of the 
Young Americans for Freedom in 
Chicago last week. But he didn’t send a 
nice little telegram instead; he sent a 
half-hour 16-millimeter film the first five 
minutes of which were directed exlusive- 
ly to his assessment of the activities of 
the Young Americans for Freedom. He 
got a standing ovation in absentia. 


Reagan’s threat to Ford is that he was 
born with an uncanny ability to per­ 
suade: to marshall his arguments in a 
way that combines drama and didac­ 
ticism. I have in my extensive ex­ 
perience listening to public speakers, 
come across only one or two people who 
are his match. 'That is the Reagan threat. 
After putting him on television about the 
60 billion dollar deficit, you would see the 
same thing happen as when Jonathan 
Edwards went to Yale and preached — 
“infidelity skulked, and hid its head.” 


That is the reason why Mr. Reagan 
cares less than the professionals think he 
should care about the matter of announc­ 
ing quickly, and lining up his political 
allies quickly. He wants them of course; 
but he assumes that tbi»y will come to 
him in due course — only if he proves 
that he can do to Ford what Eugene Me- 
Berry’s World 


Carthy did to Lyndon Johnson. Can he? 
It is hard to say. Everyone remarks 
the fairly sharp turn to the right of Presi­ 
dent Ford, and assumes the casual 
relation: he is attempting to occupy 
ground Reagan would otherwise occupy. 
But Jerry Ford, a good man of correct 
leanings, is simply not Jonathan 
Edwards, and therefore his strength will 
issue not from his own persuasive 
powers, but from the majesty of the of­ 
fice he holds, the disposition of the 
majority to go with the incumbent, and 
the endorsements Ford has lined up from 
prominent conservatives. 
Here you have what will prove a 
piquant situation. Imagine the snows of 
New Hampshire, with Reagan going 
about the state making effective 
speeches, night after night, accompanied 
by the governor, and backed by the 
Manchester Union-Leader. Ford would 
not go up to campaign himself. Whom 
would he send? Not Nelson Rockefeller, 
save possibly to conduct a seminar in 
Dartmouth on what he learned about 


fiscal husbandry as governor of New 
York. 
No, the agents of Ford will be, almost 
certainly, big-name conservatives. 
Roughly speaking, the same gang who 
traveled New Hampshire twelve years 
earlier in behalf of Barry Goldwater. 
'They will be careful not to criticize 
Reagan publicly, even as Reagan will not 
criticize Ford publicly. But they will use 
the old, and not unconvincing trick, in 
addressing the New Hampshire gentry: 
the choice, they will say. is not between 
Reagan and Ford, it is between Ford and 
— indulge me the hyperbole — Bella Ab- 
zug. Reagan will have to fight hard on 
this one. 
’The odds? They are always against the 
challenger. But I should think this 
challenger is better positioned than 
Eugene McCarthy was in 1968 — and I 
speak about New Hampshire. After New 
Hampshire comes Florida. If Reagan 
doesn’t beat Ford there, he may as well 
go back to California. The one after that 
will be the big one.

With the unemployment situation at 
home in such dire straits, many of the 
unemployed are dreaming of seeking 
jobs on big construction projects and 
the biggest under way at this time is, of 
course, the Alaska pipeline. 
But the U.S. Department of Labor says 
that the Alaska pipeline threatens to turn 
into ju st an o th er 
pipedream for thou­ 
sands of workers seek­ 
ing jobs. 
“Misleading 
publicity and a depres­ 
sed labor market at 
home continue to lure 
job seekers to Alaska. 
Unfortunately, 
many 
of these job prospec­ 
tors can’t afford to 
become losers,” said 
G e o rg e S m ith , a 
regional director of 
the Labor Department. 
Smith listed some facts: 
Pipeline jobs are hard to come by. 
Newcomers and inexperienced job 
seekers are automatically placed on the 
bottom of the hiring lists. Such people 
will be in for a long wait for a job — if 
they get to work at all. Right now, the 
Teamsters’ local in Anchorage has 12,000 
people on its w aiting list and a 
spokesman says there is very little.hope 
that many of them will get a job on the 
pipeline. 
Another fact concerns the cost of liv­ 
ing. the highest in the country. Ac­ 
cording to the Labor Department’s 
figure, it costs an urban family of four 
(at an intermediate income level) 
$19,092 to live in Anchorage, compared to 
$15,127 in San Francisco — more than 25 
per cent higher. 
Food prices in 1974 in Anchorage 
averaged 116 per cent higher than in San 
Francisco. House buying costs run 195 
per cent higher than the national 
average. Persons going to Alaska must 
be prepared to pay $M,000 for a two- 
bedroom home — if they can find one. 
There is no rental housing in any of the 
cities bordering the pipeline route. 
Smith warns that job prospectors who 
feel they can find work somewhere in the 
rush for pipeline construction should 
remember “that there are many thou­ 
sands of Americans who feel the same 
way.” 
He offered this advice for those who 
still want to head north; “Check on 
Alaska job opportunities first. Contact 
your own union local. Or, write this ad­ 
dress: JOBS, Department C, Alyeska 
Pipeline Service Company, 1835 South 
Bragaw St.. Anchorage. Alaska, 99504.” 
Smith further suggests that one Should 
have at least $2,000 to maintain himself 
while looking for work and a round-trip 
ticket in his pocket.

Sacred cow 
status 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Early this 
spring, as a petition of support for Israel 
was being passed around the Senate, 
John Culver of Iowa decided not to sign. 
He reasoned that such one-sided support 
might interfere with the delicate peace 
negotiations then transpiring in the Mid­ 
dle East. 
Just before the un­ 
precedented petition 
was presented to the 
President, however, 
C ulver’s signature 
w as 
a p p lie d 
Resistance failed, the 
Senator told friends, 
because “they just put 
too much pressure on 
me” 
John 
C u lv e r’s 
“they” was the Israeli 
lobby, subject of grow- 
ing 
but 
seld o m 
publicized debate in this town. Perhaps 
the best organized, most powerful pres­ 
sure group in Washington, the Israeli in­ 
fluence peddlers nonetheless enjoy an 
anonymity that is almost singularly 
privileged 
Though the lobby obviously has the 
capability of bending the strong will of 
individual senators (76 of 100 signed the 
spring petition), and by extension the 
will of the U.S. population at large, its 
tactics and influence are only rarely 
probed for public consideration. 
Should the lobby be probed? Should 
citizens know if their support is given to 
manipulation’ In a free society the ques­ 
tions are unnecessary. Yet some who 
have tried to investigate have been 
bloodied. Carl Marcy, former staff 
member of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee and currently editor of the 
Foreign Affairs Newsletter, says that a 
recent attempt by his publication to ap­ 
proach the sensitive subject was 
stillborn by second thought and a kind of 
fear. 
Marcy wanted to devote an issue to the 
quiet questions of the Israeli Lobby, 
which he feels have “been ignored in 
press analysis.” but was persuaded 
otherwise by friends who warned him of 
economic consequences. Marcy’s con­ 
clusion; “The subject of Israeli-Arab 
relations is so fraught with emotion that 
it can’t be discussed rationally” ev«i in 
the world’s oldest democracy. 
Many others who have tried to inject a 
note of balance into this emotional arena 
have had similar difficulties. Dr. Alfred 
Lilienthal. called by his critics a 
“renegade Jew” , has for 20 years strived 
to convince Americans that they've been 
“seeing only one side’’ of the Arab- 
Israeli matter. 
Despite efforts, the New York writer 
and lecturer says the “propaganda” of 
the Israeli lobby is all pervasive: 
“1 ran an ad in the Wall Street Journal 
last year questioning whether America’s 
support for Israel would drain the gas 
tanks of the U S. The ad so infuriated the 
lobby that it deluged the Journal with 
protests This year when I tried to run a 
similar ad in that newspaper I was 
turned down flatly. Is that right’ Do 
Americans know that freedom of expres­ 
sion does not include criticism of 
Israel’ ” 
Lilienthal says a kind of impenetrable 
curtain has fallen over America with 
respect to the Israeli-Arab feud — and 
the Israeli lobby categorizes the merits 
of those on either side. To be sure, the 
writer adds, most want desperately to be 
considered on Israel’s side: 
“Remembering Hitler and what he 
did. most Americans would rather be 
called anything than anti-Semitic. To be 
anti-Sem itic is to align oneself 
emotionally with monsters” But he says 
the tragic thing is there is no middle 
ground, no room for deviation: “If you 
are for Arabs a little, you are against 
Israel ” 
To some degree, this all-or-nothing 
aspect of public opinion may be shifting 
in the nation. Abdel-Mawgoud Hassan. 
director of Washington’s Arab Informa­ 
tion Center, says he notices a slight 
“ tilt” by a significant number of 
Americans toward the center of the con­ 
troversy. 
Still. Hassan adds, strong resistance to 
moderation remains the norm: “I meet 
many people who say they would like to 
be more balanced concerning the issue, 
but they cannot because of Jewish 
friends or Jewish influence. It is hard for 
me to understand how free people can be 
so dominated on this” 


In fact, the domination is easily ex­ 
plained. The majority of Americans 
would support Israel even if there were 
no Israeli lobby. What is impossible to 
explain away is why this support must be 
total and unqualified The worry about 
the Israeli lobby is that it does not 
believe that friends can have differences 
and still be friends.
